Welcome  to  this,  our  ninth  sale  of  fine  numismatic  literature.  This 
offering  was  originally  intended  to  contain  about  2,000  lots  of  books 
periodicals  and  catalogues;  however,  time  restrictions  caused  by  the 
preparation  of  my  January  12  public  auction  catalogue  have  forced  me 
to  reduce  the  size  of  the  present  sale  to  the  434  lots  described  in 
the  following  pages. 

This  sale  does  not  contain  a  multitude  of  rarities,  but  it  does  in¬ 
clude  some  very  desireable  and  choice  literature  which  should  appeal 
to  many  collectors.  Rather  than  go  in  to  detail  here,  I  will  simply 
state  that  the  present  catalogue  does  contain  material  covering  all 
aspects  of  our  hobby.  Foreign,  Ancient,  U.  S.,  coins,  paper  money, 
tokens,  money  and  banking,  and  literature  afficianados  will  find  all 
of  these  areas  covered. 

As  has  been  my  policy  for  some  sales,  I  have  again  catalogued  the 
material  by  consignment,  rather  than  by  subject.  This  method  of 
catalogue  preparation  allows  me  to  complete  the  task  in  a  much  shorte 
period  of  time  than  would  be  necessary  otherwise.  As  a  general  rule, 
when  cataloguing  in  this  manner,  I  attempt  to  list  reference  books 
first  in  each  consignment,  followed  by  auction  catalogues  and  peri¬ 
odicals.  Within  these  three  categories,  I  further  attempt  to  list 
the  works  alpabetically  by  author  (or  dealer).  Occassionally ,  a 
piece  or  two  will  be  overlooked,  and  included  at  the  end  of  a  con¬ 
signment  listing. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  of  the  many  col¬ 
lectors  who  have  continued  to  offer  their  support  and  patronage  over 
the  past  four  years,  and  I  look  forward  to  a  fine  continuing  relation 
ship  in  the  future.
